Business Classification 
Would Doom 200-Year 
Old Hostelry 

Owners of the 200-year-old Buck 
Tavern, Bryn Mawr, moved a step 
nearer the solution of their zoning 
problem when Haverford Township 
commissioners granted them a 
hearing on their, zoning applca- 
ton for September 15. 

On this date, the first Fall meet- 
ng of the townshp governing 
board, commissioners will consider 
the application of the owners to 
change part of the Buck Tavern 
property to a business classifica- 
tion. The property is located on a 
triangular plot at Lancaster Ave., 
Martin Ave. and County Line Rd. 

In setting a date for a hearing 
commissioners followed the rec- 
ommendaton of the Township's 
Board of Zoning Adjustment. Al- 
though nearby residents protested 
a change in zoning for the whole 
property the Adjustment Board 
compromised by recommending 
that commissioners change part of 
it to a commercial zone. 

Providing commissioners approve 
the zoning change the historic tav- 
ern, which was built in 1730 by 
Thomas Penn, son of William Penn, 
•will be demolished to make way 
for a modern store building. At 
present the old hotel is being used 
as an apartment house. v

Two new cases of polio appeared 
this week in Haverford Township, 
running the year's total there to 
ten. Lower Merion Township and 
Narberth Borough had no new 
cases. 

Six-year-old Sue Browning.daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Everitt Brown- 
ing, 1208 Fairview Rd., Bon Air, 
first became ill on August 7. On 
August 9 she was admitted to the 
Delaware County Hospital and her 
illness diagnosed as infantile. After 
a bad day on Sunday, she was re- 
ported improving by Dr. D. N. 
Ross, of the Haverford Township 
board of health. 

Sally Vandewater, 14, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Donald Vandewa- 
ter, of 222 Oxford Rd., Westgate 
Hills, first showed symptoms of the 
disease on August 7. She was ad- 
mitted to the Presbyterian Hospital 
but was later transferred to the 
Philadelphia Municipal Hospital 
for Contagous Diseases. She was 
reported this week to be recovering 
although both legs are still par- 
alyzed. 

Thomas Yborra, Narberth's only 
victim of infantile this year, is im- 
proving in the Fitzgerald Mercy 
Hospital, Darby. He was able to 
walk, this week, with help, and has 
regained the use of his left arm.

Known also for his prowess as a 
horseman and marksman, Dr. 
Ivens was associated with the At- 
lantic City Horse Show for many 
years, and was instrumental in the 
forming of the first woman's polo 
team in Philadelphia. 

From 1912 until his illness, he 
maintained an office at 5328 Haver- 
ford Ave., Philadelphia, and for the 
past 16 years conducted an estab- 
lishment at his home in Ardmore 
with his son, William H. Ivens, Jr., 
also a veterinary. 

Besides his son William, 'Jr., he 
is survived by a stepson, Alfred L. 
Choate; a grandson, John Choate; 
two sisters, Mrs. Karry Coleman, 
of Chestertown. Md., and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Cole, of Ridgely, Md., and 
three brothers Frank, Audubon; 
Preston, Davenport, la., and Mau- 
rice of Merchantville, N. J.

That phase of the driver problem, 
is by far the most difficult because 
it must deal with a great number 
of people who today are driving mo- 
tor vehicles with reckless disregard 
for their own lives and those of 
their fellowmen.

Fatalities have decreased 
along with injuries and accidents. 
In Pennsylvania, we have been so 
encouraged by the results, that wo 
propose to add still greater impetu* 
to the campaign in the days ahead. 



safe driver problem rests in the de- 
velopment of the proper driver at- 
titude. Those of us who are charged 
with responsibility of keeping an 
official eye upon the traffic solution 
in our respective states know that 
bad driving has been at the bottom 
of nearly every accident we have re- 
corded. Chance-taking speedsters, 
poor judgment at a curve, failure to 
outguess the other fellow in the de- 
sire to beat him to it, along with a 
hundred and one other little faults 
in the driver's attitude, have been 
piling up a national casualty rec- 
ord, which has made that of the 
terrible war just ended seem almost 
Insignificant. 

All of these faults' just mentioned 
could have been corrected by proper 
training when the operator first be- 
gan to learn how to drive a car.

The development of proper driver 
attitude is divided into two separ- 
ate phases: Correcting the faults >f 
present drivers and training future 
drivers. 

The first phase is that of endeav- 
oring to correct the driver attitude 
of present-day drivers who have had 
little or no training and who may / 
have bad driving habits of long 
standing., Only by utilizing every 
channel and vehicle of propaganda ; 
through the medium of the press, 
the radio, the motion picture, the 
spoken word; by organized local 
campaigns and intensive co-operi.- 
tion by all civic organizations and 
civic-minded individuals can the in 
dividual at the wheel of the ca> 
today be made safety conscious 
The same kind of patriotic appea 
must be made to them as is mad. 
in behalf of the Red Cross, Com 
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Pullman car names are not 
meaningless, but are chosen to in- 
dicate the capacity and interior 
construction of the car, so that 
trains can be made up quietly to 
meet specific requirements.

Plans for a pension fund for Low 
er Merlon Township employes will 
not affect the Police Pension Fund 
which has been operating since 
1924, it was learned this week. 

The new plan, passed last week 
by the commissioners, must be rat- 
ified by 76 percent of the township's 
employes. If passed, it will become 
effective on October 1. Allowances 
will run up to 30 percent of present 
earnings. 

Police, it was learned, may take 
advantage of the new plan on a 
voluntary basis, after they have 
paid into their own pension fund 
for 20 years or more. The money 
they received from the township 
would be supplementary to the 
amount received from the Police 
Pension Fund. 

Administered by William L. Mc- 
Lean, Jr., vice-president of the 
Evening Bulletin, and a group of 
prominent business men the Police 
Pension Fund now amounts to $50,- 

000. Retiring policemen receive 
$75 per month. On the plan now in 
operation, and an increase is looked 
for when the return on investments 
warrants it. Members of the town- 
ship police force last year rejected 
a retirement plan which would in- 
corporate their money into a com- 
mon fund to be paid out to all 
township employes, none of whom 
had ever contributed toward a pen- 
sion plan. 

The township plan establishes the 
police retirement age at 60, where- 
as the police plan retires its mem- 
bers at 50 years or after 20 years' 
service, whichever comes first. All 
other township employes will be re- 
tired at tb.e age of 65, according to 
the new plan. Those who have 
reached the retirement age already 
will not be retired before October 

1, 1948. At the request of the town- 
ship, they may be kept on after 
that age on a year-to-year basis, for 
a period not to exceed five years. 

Employes will pay three percent 



of their annual earnings Into the 
new pension fund, beginning Octo- 
ber 1. All other costs will be met by 
the township. Benefits will be un- 
derwritten by a group contract to 
bo issued by the Aetna Life Insur- 
ance Company. Municipal govern- 
ment employes, it was pointed out, 
are not covered by federal Social 
Security.

Suggestions Are 
Sought by PRR 

, An expanded and improved pro- 
gram to encourage suggestion? 
from employes for better ways of 
doing things, and for Improving 
service to the public, was an- 
nounced today by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. 

Known as "The Employes' Sug- 
gestion Plan," the new program is 
an amplification of the Pennsylva- 
nia's successful "Bureau of New 
Ideas," which has channeled more 
than 17,200 suggestions from em- 
ployes, in 281 jobs classifications, in 
every department and division, to 
the management for consideration. 
Approximately 4600 suggestions, or 
26.8 percent of the total have been 
adopted and placed in effect Thus 
far this year, more than 36 percent 
of all suggestions have . been 
adopted. 

Increased cash awards for sug- 
gestions adopted, as determined by 
their value and importance, is a 
major feature of the new program. 
Suggestions having to do with im- 
proved passenger and freight serv- 
ice, the efficient operation of the 
railroad, maintenance of all types 
of equipment, mechanical improve- 
ments, simplification of records and 
documents, and all other phases of 
work on the railroad, in the shops, 
stations, yards, signal towers, offices 
and elsewhere, are eligible for con- 
sideration.

Narberth School 
Started in U9S 

First Building Only- 
Two Stories and 
Four Rooms 

The story of the beginning of Nar- 
berth Borough Is the story of the 
beginning of the Narberth School. 
Both were started in 189S. 

The school started as a two-story, 
four-roomed building on a lot at the 
corner of Essex and Sabine Ave., 
valued at $13,500 with the first school 
year beginning September 2, 1895. 
The 44 pupils in attendance were un- 
der the guidance of two teachers, 
Miss Allle G. Palnk and Miss Maude 
V. Mises. 

By October, 1898, there were 121 
pupils enrolled, and the following 
year the number had risen to 144, 
taxing the limited capacity of the 
building. Four teachers were on the 
staff and the school had nine grades 
instead bf eight as in the beginning. 

By 1902-03, there were 180 resi- 
dent and 38 non-resident pupils en- 
rolled under the direction of five 
teachers. Up to this time, the grad- 
ually increasing school population 
had been accomodated by various 
measures. Partitions had been con- 
structed in at least two of the small 
rooms, and even the directors room 
was taken over. 

During that year, the Board of 
Directors, consisting of Dr. Philip 
Jones, David J. Hunter, C. Howard 
McCarter, Carden Warner, Arthur E. 




Housed in the Narberth School building of today are grammar school pupils ranging from kindergar- 
ten to eighth grade. The building is almost three times larger than the structure erected in 1895, when 
Narberth was first incorporated. 



The plans were discussed by the di- 
rectors and residents at a public 
hearing and following approval by 
the residents, McCarter was author- 
ized to purchase a corner lot at 
Windsor and Hampden Aves., lOOx 
150 feet at a cost of $2325. 

Bids secured for the erection of a 
new building were refused by the 
Board as being too exhorbitant and 
all building plans were postponed. 

In June, 1906. new advertisements 
for bids were sent out by the Board 
for enlargement of the old building i 
and construction was completed the 
following year. 

The addition Included three class 
rooms, an office, a ladles room and 



Again in 1913 the Board found It 
necessary to take measures for fur- 
ther enlargement, but it was not 
until 1916 that the necessary bond- 
ing of the district was accomplished. 
On July 15 of that year, a special 
election was held for the purpose 
of increasing the indebtedness of the 
Borough School District to $581000. 
an amount necessary to pay on" a 
floating Indebtedness, alter and ren- 
ovate the old building including in- 
stallation of a new heating plant, 
and to erect a new building. 



The new building was to be an 
elementary building, erected on the 
school property adjoining the old 
building and consisting of eight class 
rooms and a fully equipped gymna- 
sium. 

The alterations of the old build- 
ing were completed for the opening 
of the school year In 1016-17. ' 

The School Board at that time 
consisted of w McCarter, Will Ridge. 
Henry Rose, Robert Dolhard and 
Carroll Downes. William T. Mel- 
choir was appointed principal.

Anthony Wayne, Chester County's 
foremost hero, was born in East- 
town, Pa., on January 1, 1745. His 
father was the son of Anthony 
Wayne, an Enblishman who had 
lived for some years in Ireland be- 
fore coming to America. After re- 
moving to this country the family 
seems to have done well, and young 
Anthony's father had built up a 
comfortable fortune by the time his 
son was born. 

Fighting blood seems to have 
characterized the Waynes, for the 
grandfather of young Anthony had 
served gallantly under the banner 
of William III, and the boy's fath- 
er had taken an active part in the 
conflict between France and Eng- 
land in America. In fact, this mili- 
tary spirit was so strong in the fu- 
ture hero of Stony Point that it 
nearly ruined his academic educa- 
tion. His uncle, who was Anthony's 
first schoolmaster, complained to 
the boy's father that his son would 
have to give more attention to his 
studies or leave the school. Anthony 
was more interested fn playing sol- 
dier than he was in studying. 

From this school young WRyne 
was sent to the Academy at Phila- 
delphia which later became the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. Here he 
showed remarkable ability in math- 
ematics, and at the age of 18 he 
became a surveyor. Already he was 
following in the footstfeps of George 
Washington under whose military 
leadership he later served so bril- 
liantly. 

Wayne was a member, with Ben- 
jamin Franklin, of the Pennsylva- 
nia Committee of Safety in 1775, 
and in that year he organized and 
drilled the 4th Pennsylvania regi- 
ment. He was commissioned Colonel 
on January 3, 1776, and the follow- 
ing June was sent with the Pcnsyl- ! 
vania troops to reinforce the north- 
ern army before Quebec. At Three 
Rivers he .impetuously attacked a 
superior British force and in this 
engagement received his first 
wound. From here he went to Tic- 
onderoga where he was placed in 
command. 

Chafing under the inactivity of 
this service he wrote to Washing- 
ton urging that he be assigned to 
active duty in, the Peld. 

Wayne was commissioned brig- 
adier-general in February, 1777, and 
two months later joined Washing- 
ton's army in New Jersey. During 
the summer of that year he proved 
a constant threat to the British in 
that state and was commended for 
his bravery and good conduct by 
the Commander-in-Chief. At the 
Battle of The Brandywine, Wayne 
was charged with the defense of 
Chadd's Ford, where his spirited re- 
sistance checked the advance of 
Knyphausen's Hessions and was 
largely responsible for preventing 
a rout of the American forces. A 
short time later he was attacked at 
Paoli by a superior British force 
commanded by General "No Flint" 
Grey. He suffered a severe defeat 
at this, the Paoli Massacre, al- 



though he did succeed in leading < 
some of his men. 

During the winter at Valley For] 
Wayne was charged with a gre 
deal of the responsibility of obtai 
ing supplies for the Continent 
Army. Much of this was obtain, 
from raids into the British lin< 
and in these, Mad Anthony was 
sore trial to the enemy. When Cll 
ton led his army from Philadeiph 
Wayne hung on the rear of the En! 
lish and wherever he went thel 
was a fight. Impetuous and cou 
ageous, Wayne was a dangerou 
foeman. In the heated engagemei 
at Monmouth, Wyne's efforts, pe 
haps more than those of any othi 
man except Washington, saved tl 
Americans from disaster. 

The most daring and spectaculi 
exploit of Mad Anthony's career o 
curred at midnight on July 15, 177 
when he stormed the British gan 
son at Stony Point; and, at tl 
bayonet point, forced the surrendi 
of a fort that had been consideri 
impregnable. This Hudson Rivt 
post, strongly fortified, command* 
King's Ferry and was natural 
protected by a marsh which at hlj 
tide was covered by water so dee 
that the place became an island. 

General Wayne led his troops 
within a mile and a half of the foi 
and there waited for midnight, j 
the appointed time tho America! 
moved forward in two columns. 

Mad Anthony led the charge i 
the slope until he was struck in tl 
head by a bail which inflicted a s 
vere wound and knocked hi 
senseless.
